its size in the whole world. It is 
asserted that there are 100 Frank 
Forters worth from four million to 
five million dollars each, and 250 
who are worth one million dollars 
and upward. The city is one of 
the great banking centers of the 
;lobe. Its aggregate banking cap- 
ital is estimated at two hundred mil- 
lion dollars—more than one-fonrth 
of which the Rothschilds, whose 
original and parent house is there, 
own and control.—New York Tele- 
gram.

abroad, without distinction of nativity, 
race or color. His services are admit- 
ted, and no other citizen among the 
many candidates proposed can fairly 
claim an equality with him in these 
particulars. Since the close of his ad- 
ministration, Gen. Grant has received 
as a private person,*honors in every 
quarter of the globe anch as were never 
before accorded to a citizen of this or 
any other country. 


Gen. Grant has never sought public 


office, but in peace and in war he has 
performed faithfully and in the spirit 
of patriotism every duty assigned him. 
He asks nothing ior himself; we make 
no appeals in his behalf, bnt we ask the 
republicans of Massachusetts to give 
that direction to the political forces o: 
the state which shall contribute most 
effectually to his nomination And elec- 
tion. We do not disparage other can 
didates, but we claim that Gen. Grant 
is the equal of any one of them in those 
qualities and faculties for goverment in 
which that one mottexcls, and that" in 
experience, in patriotic services to the 
repvbKe, in the enjoyment of the gener- 
al confidence of all classes and of every 
section, he has no equal.

MAESHFIELD, Mo., April 19.—Thi; 


tuwo and county were visited by one o 
(he most destructive cyclones on recon 
last evening. After passing through 
several miles of country in Christian 
Qtten and Webster counties, destroying 
everything in its pathway—lewlin, 
boosee, barns, mills and tirabcr—i 
attack this town about 6:30 o'olock 
Eye-witesses of the approaching store 
say it was a frightful looking blaol 
cloud, lined with fleecy wbite, funnel 
shaped, and moving in the manner of 
screw propeller. 
It moved with won 


derfnl velocity, literally destroying am 
blowing away everything in ita path 
which was about half a mile wide a 
this point. Large-sized 
trees 
were 


twisted off, telegraph wire snapped, an 
the bark literally peeled from smal 
trees. Houses were blown from thei 
foundations, cattle, hogs, sheep, horse 
and poultry whirled into the air anc 
carried for a great distance. Tac nois 
of the storm, the crash of falling house 
and the cries and screams of the tern 
fled people made a scene of horror tha 
beggars description. What was a beau 
tiful, peaceful, quiet town of 800 peo- 
ple twenty-four hours ago is now a 
waste ot desolation. Out of 200 dwell 
ing houses not more than twenty ari 
left standing, and but few of those re 
maiuing are uninjured. 
Of the busi 


ness houses around the public square 
all but three are utterly demolished 
and their contents blown away, burne 
or badly damaged. The court house 
with the county records, is entire!; 
ruined. As soon as news of tho disas 
ter reached Springfield and Lebanon 
two special trains were dispatched from 
Springfield, with surgeons and physic 
ians and such supplies as could be bur 
riedly obtained, and a large number o 
citizens of Lebanon came up on the 
morning passenger train. 
About three 


o'clock the freight train from Spring 
field brought about 300 people, with 
provisions and medicines for the wound 
ed. As rapidly as the bodies of the 
dead and wounded could be extricatci 
from the ruins of the building1), they 
were prepared for" interment. Thi 
wounded were conveyed to the onb 
available structure left standing, the 
public school building, which was no 
badly damaged. It was turued into a 
hospital and cots prepared for their re 
ception. There are now fifty 'woundoc 
in this building, under the care of noble 
women from Lebanon and Springfield 
who arc doing all in their power to al- 
leviate the sufferings of those under 
their care. As yet it is almost impoR 
sible to obtain anything like a cm rcct 
list of the killed and wounded. 


This 
terrible misfortune appeals 


strongly to the charity of the good peo 
pie of the state. Of 800 inhabitahts 
of Marshfield, who yesterday bad hap 
py, comfoi table homes, seven eighths 
are without houses, clothing, food or 
means to procure them 
The destitu 


tion and suffering is terrible. A great 
many bodies are lying in the court 
house unburicd. Of the tital number 
killed, which is not far short of 100 
not more than a dozen have been bu- 
.ried. Clothing, blankets and money 
are needed to meet immediate neocssi 
ties. 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—The sup- 


porters of Mr. Tilden arc greatly troub- 
led over bis reported contemplated 
withdrawal as a presidential candidate, 
and have sent urgent remonstrances to 
New York against his carrying into ef- 
fect such aotion. The Tilden men here 
say tbat unless their leader can be in- 
duced to change the purpose which he 
has notified some of his most trusted 
friends that he intends to take, there 
will be trouble in the Syracuse conven- 
tion to-morrow. It is known positive- 
ly that Mr. Tilden had so far yielded to 
tho advice of his physician to withdraw 
from all exciting labors, as to write a 
public letter to be read at the Syracuse 
convention, formally withdrawing from 
the presidential contest. Itwasnol in- 
tended that this fact should become 
known in advance, bnt, nevertheless, it 
did, and the consequence has been that 
Mr. Tilden has been deluged with let- 
ters and telegrams for several days past, 
urging him Dot to abandon his friends 
now in the midst of a fight which can 
only result in his nomination. A dem- 
ocrat, who is in a position to know, in- 
forms your correspondent that no "less 
than thirty dispatches were sent Mr. 
Tilden during tho past four or &n days 
from members of congress appealing to 
him not to withdraw from the canvass. 
Other telegrams were sent asking him 
as to the truth of the statement, but 
not one received a word in reply, which 
could be twisted into a denial of the ao- 
jurany of the statement 
It is claimed 


here now that even thongh a letter of 
withdrawal has been written, Mr. Til- 
den will be forced to yield to the de- 
nands of his friends and withhold it 
from the convention to morrow, or else 
ose all the strength he has gained, and 
destroy »ny chance of naming the now- 
'nee at Cineinnati.

Tilden at his own house in New 
York, says the stories aboat big physi- 
cal condition- are true, and that it is 
only by extraordinary will power that i 


he is able to transact business. He hai 
_^_ „ ,ntrol of one of his hands, anc 
the otfcer one is partially paralyzed, bu 
not s« Much as to prevent Mm from 
signte his name. Beyond signing hi 
aw*,%e does no writing whatever, an< 
iSlmmediate family are greatly alarm 
ed about the future. 
Those who are 


brought into close contact with him 
predict that he will not live anothe 
year, hut that he Trill die from a para- 
lytic itroks. Hjfr mental powers are 
unimpaired, and ne, feels keenly the 
presence of the disease which is going 
to prevent him from entering into an 
active and vigorous political campaign 


SAN FHANCISCO, April 19.—In th 


police court this morning the prosecu- 
ting attorney asked for a commitmen 
for Kearney. The latter was not pres 
ent at the time, but in a few moment 
appeared with his counsel who asked fo 
a delay to enable him to make applica 
tion to the supreme court for a writ o 
habeas corptu. The court denied the 
request as unusual and extraordinary 
The commitment was made out am 
Kearney, evidently greatly depressei 
and chagrinned, was taken below, am 
in a few moments removed to a hack an< 
driven to the house of correction, where 
after going through the hands of th 
barber and donning a convict's garb, he 
was placed in a cell. 
As he left the 


court room he asked the judge if the 
commitment contained any reference to 
the provision of the new constitution 
fixing eight hdurs as a day's labor, the 
judge replied that the superintendent 
of the house of correction would sei 
that he had sufficient work to do ant 
not too much.

A visit to the Decatur coal abaft, east 
t the onion depot, last evening, disclosed 
the lamentable fact that during Sunday 
night and Monday morning it became a 
Atal wreck—worse than useless—a hole 
n the ground and nothing more. When 


occurred is not certainly known, but at 
bout 80 feet below the top, (where a 
trong stream of water Impregnated some- 
what with sulphur has been constantly 


owing into the hole since the miners 


reached that depth) the heavy timbers 
which line the shaft on all sides were 


ressed inward by the earth and dis- 
odged. The action of the water which 
ten flooded the shaft caused the earth 
U around the shaft above to settle down, 
and fall through the opening into the 80 
o 40 feet of space below the break. 
Around the top of the shaft the earth has 
aved in for a distance of from 8 to 15 
«et, and water has settled in the shaft 
and on the outside 35 feet below the sur- 
ace of the ground. The timbers look 
ather shaky and disposed to sink and 
all over. Mr. White, the foreman of 
the work, went to Lincoln Saturday ;and 
was not in the city last evening. The 
haft is sunk to a depth of about 130 feet, 
nd Mr. Frank Frorer, the contractor, has 
xpended about 98,000 on the hole in his 
earchfor coal, and has received from 
lie city $2,000 for the first 100 feet, under 
lie contract. Nothing can be done with 
he shaft in its present condition, and 
whether Mr. Frorer will abandon the 
earch or not is yet unknown. There is 
ome talk that he will immediately pro- 
eed to dig another shaft about 50 feet 
set of the unlucky one, but this is merely 
matter of conjecture, and nothing defi- 


nite can be learned until Mr. Frorer de- 
idea whst to do. He is nnder $30,000 
M>nds to prosecute the search for coal in 
is own way, and, under the contract, if 
le abandons the undertaking he will have 
o refund the $3,000 paid, or give the city 
hat amount ia coal at $2.00 per ton, or 
save all the machinery at the shaft as 
he property of the city. 


Let Otkm Take Wantag. 


James Morthland resides in Dccalnr.

he city law. One day last week he got 
a job of plowing up a garden patch for a 
jtizen residing in the second ward, but 
his plow was a little rusty, and straight- 
way be drove his team into an alley be- 
ween West North and Eldorado streets, 
and ploughed up the ground in a reckless 
way, in violation of section 45, chapter 
4 of the revised ordinances, which reads: 
'No person not authorized by ordinance 
hall make any excavation in any street, 
alley or sidewalk, without first having ch- 
ained a written permit from the Mayor, 
under a penalty of not less than $10, nor 
more than $100," etc. Morthland had no 


ermit, the property owners complained, 


and Mr. Morthland was arrested in a 
hurry by Deputy Marshal Hewes. The 
prisoner on yesterday told Justice Peake 
hat he didn't think he was doing wrong, 
ind would never do GO again. The Jus- 
ice relented, administered a wholesome 
ecture and let Morthland go in peace on 
laying the coats of the action against 
urn. Many complaints come to the of 
fleers about persons plowing up streets 
.nd alleys on divers and sundry occasions, 
particularly at this time of the year; and 
doubtless the experience of Mr. Morib- 
und above recorded, will serve as a 
timely warning to all such individuals. 
Such misdemeanors are indirect violation 
of the ordinances, and the police assert 
that they will have all offenders punished 
hereafter to the fall extent of the law.
